How do mayoral 
plans compare? 

With city elections on Feb. 22, Going Public looks at the transit plans 
the four leading mayoral contenders have shared with RedEye. 

» MASS TRANSIT FOR THE MASSES: Part of Carol Moseley Braun’s 
plan is to “grow the CTA with more revenue from more riders with 
better marketing to tourists and visitors, especially during off-peak 
times,” according to the questionnaire she filled out for RedEye. 

Braun would have her work cut out for her. The CTA has seen 
slight drops in ridership for the past two years. Overall ridership was 
down about i percent last year compared with 2009. The last time the 
CTA saw an increase in ridership was a 5 percent boost from 2007 to 
2008, according to CTA ridership reports. 

Off-peak hours saw more declines than weekday ridership. 

Saturday boardings on average were down 1.2 percent last year while 
Sunday boardings were down about 2 percent. 

Ridership declined in part last year because of service cuts of 
18 percent to buses and 9 percent to trains. Fare hikes and further 
service reductions are a possibility for next year. 

» MORE PUBLIC DISPLAYS: Gery Chico said if he’s elected mayor, he’ll 
“look at innovative ways to bring in more money— like electronic ad- 
vertising on trains and buses— to rebuild our CTA stations.” 

In December 2009, the CTA board approved a five-year contract 
with advertising contractor Titan that would guarantee the CTA 
at least $3.3 million for all five years for digital advertising. At the 
time, there were 92 digital displays at 17 rail stations and 25 digital 
displays on buses. 

To grow digital advertising, there would need to be electronic 
displays in every CTA station. This also would help the expansion of 
the Train Tracker program because train arrival information could be 
displayed along with advertising. 

» WE NEED MONEY, HONEY: In their RedEye questionnaires, Braun, 
Miguel del Valle and Rahm Emanuel suggested pushing state lawmak- 
ers for increased transit funding. 

For years, transit officials have asked the state for a better fund- 
ing solution, and every so often the CTA receives a Band-Aid for its 
problems. In 2009, transit officials made a deal with Gov. Quinn not 
to hike fares in 2010 or 2011 in exchange for $83 million in cash over 
two years. This stopgap measure expires this year.

Dressed to the nines in swanky dresses or de- 
signer jeans while sipping mixed drinks, these 
women initially look like any other group of 
young friends enjoying a Friday night out on 
the North Side. 

A closer look, however, reveals that some of 
the partygoers are passing around a PlaySta- 
tion 3 controller to take turns playing “Naugh- 
ty Bear.” Others chatter about who’s best at 
“Super Mario Kart.” 

They are the Sugar Gamers, a girl gaming 
club partly founded on the idea that it’s OK 
to put on a pair of high heels and red lipstick 
before firing up an Xbox. 

“I wanted to have a comfortable atmo- 
sphere where we can hang out and dress up 
and look cute, yet play video games,” said 
Sugar Gamer founder Keisha Howard, 26, of 
Lakeview 

The idea of gamers’ flaunting their own 
female attractiveness— or “hotness” as many 
gamer sites call it— has divided the girl gam- 
ing community Some gamers aren’t the least 
offended by the sexualization of their hobby, 
while others say that it harms gender equality 
in gaming. 

While female fans make up 40 percent of all 
video game players, according to a 2010 survey 
by the Entertainment Software Association, 
video gaming has remained primarily a boys 
club in which female characters such as the im- 
possibly proportioned Lara Croft from “Tomb 
Raider” and paid “booth babes” at conventions 
hold the attention of a distinctly dude demo- 
graphic. But recently, gamer girls themselves 
seem to be grabbing most of the eyeballs— 
both in pop cultxxre and on the local scene. 

In Chicago, the Sugar Gamers have claimed 


between 30 and 50 members since Howard 
created the group in August 2009. And a sexy- 
but-silly “Super Mario Brothers”-based bur- 
lesque show written and produced by a self- 
proclaimed geek who calls herself MsPixy has 
been selling out shows at Bucktown’s Gorilla 
Tango Theatre since October. 

“There’s something very empowering 
about it for those of us who were nerds grow- 
ing up and weren’t really anything like the ob- 
ject of attraction to the boys in school,” said 
MsPixy, 33, of Lincoln Square, who did not 
disclose her real name to RedEye. “To grow up 
and see that there’s this ready-made commu- 
nity of people who find that intelligence and a 
devotion to nerdly things to be attractive and 


hot and a reason to pursue someone— that’s 
great.” 

But not all female gamers are in love with the 
idea of accentuating their girliness or sexuality 

“I feel like the girls who are using their sexi- 
ness, it doesn’t help me,” said Fruzsina Eor- 
dogh, 25, of Lincoln Square. 

Eordogh, a freelance video game writer, 
said she used to play PC games under the 
screen name “Laser Kitty” but changed it to 
“Laser Gandalf ” because of the perverted or 
sexualized comments she’d receive from male 
players who concluded she was female. 

“When I play online, I get a lot of com- 
ments like ‘Show me your boobs,’ ” Eordogh 
said. “If a girl wants to be sexy that’s fine, but

Rachael Kirtley a self-proclaimed hard- 
core gamer who competed last year for a 
professional all- female team for vVv Gaming, 
beUeves many women play games “just for the 
attention.” 

“There are a lot of girl clans and groups that 
aren’t really serious. They just get on a server 
and say, ‘Ha ha, we’re chicks,’ and giggle,” said 
Kirtley, 26, of Des Plaines. “It’s like the girls 
who pretend to know about sports and cheer 
for football because of guys, but yet have no 
idea what’s going on.” 

Eordogh also points to the existence of new 
websites such as gamecrushxom to show 
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Sugar Gamers founder Keisha Howard

that female gamers still are being ghet- 
toized in the gaming world. At GameCrush 
and playwlthme.com, men pay by the min- 
ute to playgames with attractive women— 
or “smokin’ hotties,” as PlayWithMe calls 
them. GameCrush calls one of its zones 
“The Edge,” using the tagline, “Not for the 
faint of heart. This could get interesting,” 
where some female gamers are known to 
perform stripteases for paid customers. 

‘These aren’t adult performers; they are 
real gamers,” GameCrush co-founder Eric 
Strasser said. “%s, some girls do get naked 
on our site, but we don’t play up that aspect.” 

Howard said her group, the Sugar Gam- 
ers, doesn’t use sex appeal as a primary 


means of advertising its site. But Howard 
said they don’t believe that mixing a little 
sexiness with gaming is a bad thing. 

The over-sexualization of gamer girls 
doesn’t bother independent game designer 
Erin Robinson either. 

“It usually means that when there are 
articles about girl gamers in the media, it’s 
usually sexy photo shoot pictures instead 
of, you know, me playing ‘Peggie’ in my 
room in my robe,” said Robinson, 24, who 
teaches a video game design course at Co- 
lumbia College. “But I don’t judge it. It’s a 
fantasy, I guess, and there is so much about 
video games that is a fantasy already”

It’s the end of free rides for most senior citi- 
zens on Chicago-area buses and trains. 

Gov. Quinn signed legislation Monday 
limiting free rides on the CTA, Metra and 
Pace to low-income seniors age 65 or older. 

Legislators, transportation experts and 
others said the income limits are necessary 
for transit agencies to combat shrinking 
revenues while still providing free service 
to the neediest. 

Of the 435,000 seniors currently en- 
rolled in the free-rides program, about 44 
percent are estimated to be low-income, 
according to the Regional Transportation 
Authority 

The free rides won’t end immediately 
The RTA said Monday that it will issue 
new photo ID cards for seniors who don’t 
qualify as low-income so they can receive 
the reduced fare. By law, the RTA has six 
months to start the new program, but it will 
be sooner rather than later, the agency said. 

All other seniors will have to pay half- 


fare for buses and trains once again, in ac- 
cord with federal law That’s the way things 
were before former Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
hatched the free rides program three years 
ago. 

UnHke some other bill signings, Quinn 
approved the measure with little fanfare 
Monday, opting to pen the measure in pri- 
vate. 

Quinn previously had said he would not 
scale back the program but changed his 
mind after the General Assembly passed 
the measure by overwhelming votes in 
January 

“This reform sets the standard we must 
meet for state programs by reducing costs 
while also ensuring transportation services 
for our most dependent seniors,” Quinn 
said in a statement. 

The free rides cost the CTA, Metra and 
Pace between $38 million and $116 million 
last year, according to a report from UIC. 

One retiree, Michael Brennan, said Mon- 
day he was glad only low-income seniors 


will benefit. 

“I Hke to see people get help who need 
it. That’s better than giving everyone free 
rides just because they’re of a certain age,” 
the Chicago resident said. 

Brennan, 72, said he chose to pay full 
fare anyway “The CTA needs the money 
to keep going,” Brennan said. “It’s the life- 
blood of the city” 

The free-rides program was initiated and 
hastily sent to the Legislature in 2008 by 
Blagojevich, who attached the measure to 
a bill increasing the sales tax to fund mass 
transit. 

Under the new law, only seniors who 
qualify for the Illinois Department on Ag- 
ing’s Circuit Breaker program will be eli- 
gible for the free rides. 

To qualify, a single senior would have to 
have an annual income of $27,610 or less. A 
household of two would have to have an an- 
nual income of less than $36,635. For house- 
holds of three or more, the annual income 
would have to be $45,657 or less.

4 injured in 
crashes with 
train cars at 
rail crossing

Black tanker cars camouflaged by pre- 
dawn darkness and a deactivated railroad 
warning system covered up any hint of 
the terrifying automobile collisions with a 
freight train that were about to occur early 
Monday morning. 

About 3:07 a.m., first one car, then a sec- 
ond one approaching from the opposite 
side of the tracks struck the stopped train 
that was blocking the crossing in the 9000 
block of South Halsted Street, officials 
said. Four people were injured. 

The automated gates and warning de- 
vices at the crossing had been disabled Sat- 
urday because of a buildup of road salt that 
interfered with the electronic circuitry, ac- 
cording to investigators with the Federal 
Railroad Administration. 

But residents of the nearby Gresham 
neighborhood said they noticed problems 
with the crossing in the past few weeks. 

Authorities on Monday were collecting 
inspection, testing and maintenance re- 
cords to determine whether the crossing 
had also been removed from service ear- 
lier, said Warren Flatau, spokesman for the 
federal railroad agency 

In any case, the unlucky drivers who 
happened upon the crossing Monday 
morning smashed their vehicles into a 
train they simply didn’t see— and likely 
couldn’t possibly see, authorities said. 

“There were no flares. There were no 
flashers. There was nothing,” Dahveed 
Morris, 44, said by phone from Advocate 
Christ Medical Center in Oak Lawn, 
where he was being treated for injuries to 
his head, neck, back, shoulders and knee. 

The investigation will take months, but 
the absence of a functioning rail-crossing 
warning system was a key factor contributing 
to the crashes, officials said. 


NIU marks 3 years since 
5 students were shot to death

It’s hard for Patrick KoreUis to watch a movie in a 
dark theater or enjoy a play in a packed auditorium 
without memories rushing back to him of Valen- 
tine’s Day 2008, when he was shot in the head. 

“When I’m in a space like that I automatically 
look for my escape route,” said KoreUis, 25, who was 
in a lecture hall at Northern Illinois University’s 
Cole Hall when a former student stepped onto the 
stage and shot five students to death and injured 19 
others, including KoreUis. 

KoreUis, now an alumnus of NIU, joined in a cer- 
emony Monday at the DeKalb campus in which 


mourners laid wreaths at a memorial site for the 
students slain by Steven Kazmierczak, who kiUed 
himself after the massacre. 

Simi Appolito, 21, remembers vividly where she 
was the day shots rang out. 

Appolito, now a senior, would have had been in 
the room next to where the shootings took place 
waiting for a class to start but decided instead to 
check her grades in the library “The thought of be- 
ing so close to it and being a part of it definitely was 
a changing point in my life,” she said. 

KoreUis said he is haunted when he hears of other 
acts of gun violence such as the recent shooting in 
Tucson, Ariz. But he sends letters to survivors of 
such shootings to let them know what he’s learned. 

“I try to lived my life day by day” KoreUis said. 
“I’m learning not to take life for granted.”

President Obama’s proposed $3.7 trillion bud- 
get was slammed by the left and the right Mon- 
day Outraged liberals called it a callous assault 
on the poor; dismissive conservatives labeled it a 
debt-riddled assault on future generations. 

Which raises the question: Is Obama’s budget 
blueprint exactly what the president needs to 
capture the broad political center in the run-up 
to 2012? 

The president’s fiscal year 2012 budget would 
cut deficits by $1.1 trillion over the next decade, 
according to White House estimates. 

Two-thirds of the deficit cuts would come 
from spending reductions; one-third would 
come from tax hikes. 

The plan includes a five-year freeze on nonse- 
curity discretionary spending. Some programs, 
such as low-income heating assistance, would 
face the budget knife. New limits would be 
placed on deductions for home mortgage inter- 
est and charitable contributions. 

But the most expensive and politically popular 
programs— including Medicare and Social Secu- 
rity— would remain largely untouched, against 
the recommendations of Obama’s own deficit 
reduction commission. 

While it trims annual deficits, the president’s 
budget still would add $7.2 trillion to the nation’s 
publicly held debt by 2021. 


Protests spread

MESA, Ariz. Carlos Marmol is an enig- 
ma of sorts — a successful closer whose 
control issues have been legendary 
throughout his brief career. 

Relievers who walk and hit as many 
batters as Marmol tend to pitch in the 
middle innings and usually are subject 
to demotion to the minors at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

But Marmol also is one of the most 
unhittable pitchers in the game, and 
set a major-league record last year with 
15.99 strikeouts per nine innings. 

The Cubs believe Marmol’s wild 
streaks are part of the reason for 
his success, and they rewarded 
the 28 -year-old with a three-year, 
$20 million deal Monday avoiding ar- 
bitration and taking him through his 
first year of free agency 

“Obviously, the numbers the kid 
puts up and the year he had last year 
are starting to approach the upper 
echelon {closers} in the game,” gen- 
eral manager Jim Hendry said. “He’s 
28, he’s never had any health issues. 
Hopefully he can keep getting a little 
better and stay healthy and you prob- 
ably have one of your better guys in 
the business. 

“He’s obviously handled the big 
market, handled the big stage, and he’s 
a good teammate.” 

A converted minor league catcher, 
Marmol was a reliable setup man who 
took over as closer in August 2009 
after Kevin Gregg failed in the role. 
Since then, he has converted 49 of 54 
save opportunities, a sterling 91 per- 
cent success rate. 

The amiable Dominican was glad to 
get the contract situation over with after 
negotiations began in early December.

“I feel very proud,” he said. “Three more 
years with the Cubs — I feel blessed.” 

The Cubs backloaded the deal, paying him 
$3.2 million this year, $7 million in 2012 and 
$9.8 million in 2013. Marmol also has a limited 
no-trade clause. 

Marmofs slider is his bread-and-butter 
pitch, and if he learns to throw his fastball for 
strikes with more consistency he could be- 
come the most dominant closer outside the 
Bronx. But he averaged 6.03 walks per nine 
innings in 2010, second-worst among Nation- 
al League relievers. 

As much as the Cubs would like him to cut 
down on the walks, they understand it keeps 
batters guessing. 

“I feel it helps him,” catcher Geovany Soto 
said. “Pitchers that have a lot of strikeouts 
also have a lot of walks. They’re power pitch- 
ers. Marmol needs that [wildness]. He doesn’t 
really hit his spot that well, but it’s consistent 
in the zone, and he has that big breaking pitch 
that makes Marmol who he is. 

“Sometimes the hitters are a little sarcastic, 
walking up, [saying], ‘Hey take it easy on me,’ 
or ‘Don’t throw me that slider until I get two 
strikes.’ He’s been an unbelievable reliever— 
among the top three in my book. There is no 
doubt he’s earned that deal.” 

The pressure of being a Cubs closer is im- 
mense. Just ask Gregg, who lasted only four 
months before being demoted in favor of 
Marmol. Having watched Ryan Dempster and 
Gregg get booed off the mound after blowing 
games as closers, A/Iarmol knows the drill. 

He also has heard boos but has been able to 
bounce back from bad outings without letting 
it affect his psyche. Marmol doesn’t get flus- 
tered when he walks a few batters to start an 
inning, knowing he’s capable of striking out
